The  meeting  was  opened  by  the  President,  who  briefly  reviewed  the 
work  of  the  Society  during  the  past  year  and  thanked  the  Board  of  Managers 
and  all  those  who,  by  tbeir  membership,  subscriptions,  donations  or  services 
had  furthered  the  work  of  the  Society  during  1925. 

The  Minutes  of  the  43rd  Annual  Meeting  were  approved  as  printed 
m the  Annual  Report. 

The  Annual  Report  was  read  by  the  Secretary  and  upon  motion  was 
accepted  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  was  read  and  upon  motion  the 
Committee  on  Accounts  was  directed  to  audit  the  same.

IN  reviewing  the  work  of  the  past  year  we  may  congratulate  ourselves 
that  maximum  results  have  been  accomplished  at  a minimum  cost 
to  the  State,  as  extracts  from  many  letters  from  grateful  pupils  and 
our  financial  report  will  show. 

The  State  Appropriation  from  the  last  Legislature  of  only  $5,000.00 
a year  for  the  State’s  two  fiscal  years,  does  not  cover  the  one  item  of  salaries 
of  our  small  staff  of  Home  Teachers  and  their  guides,  and  no  provision 
was  made  for  embossed  books  or  general  expenses. 

Many  more  teachers  are  needed  to  properly  carry  on  the  work  in  this 
great  State,  in  which  there  are  9,000  blind  residents,  and  salaries  should 
be  increased  to  meet  the  cost  of  present-day  living. 

Great  Britain  maintains  83  Home  Teaching  Societies  (one  of  which 
alone  employs  32  Home  Teachers)  for  an  area  approximately  equal  to  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  with  its  one  Home  Teaching  Society  employing  six 
teachers. 


Teaching  Statistics 

The  Counties  of  Allegheny,  Berks,  Blair,  Crawford,  Lancaster,  Lycom- 
ing, Montgomery,  Philadelphia  and  York  were  covered  during  1925  by 
the  six  Home  Teachers  who,  in  addition  to  the  lessons,  gave  much  valuable 
service  which  cannot  be  tabulated  or  card  indexed.

New  application  cards  of  teachers  and  office  correspondence  pupils 
sent  to  the  libraries  in  Philadelphia  and  Pittsburgh,  94. 

Although  there  was  considerable  illness  among  the  teachers  during 
the  past  year,  there  was  little  falling  off  in  the  number  of  visits  paid  and 
lessons  given,  as  the  teachers  made  every  effort  on  their  recovery  to  make 
up  for  lost  time,  and  the  Board  of  Managers  thanks  them  for  their  loyal 
devotion  to  duty. 
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In  April  “A  Week  for  the  Blind”  was  held  in  Pittsburgh,  and  Mrs. 
Gaston,  our  teacher  stationed  in  that  city,  explained  the  work  of  our 
Society  to  the  many  hundreds  of  interested  visitors  to  the  exhibition  held 
at  the  time. 

In  August  Miss  Reichert  spoke  at  Williamsport,  at  a Lions  Club 
luncheon,  and  also  in  November,  at  the  Sixth  Annual  Luncheon  of  the 
York  County  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis. 

Miss  Crooks  was  invited  to  address  the  Current  Events  Club,  Brad- 
ford, but  as  she  was  teaching  in  another  County  at  the  time,  the  Secretary 
sent  a paper  on  the  work  of  the  Pennsylvania  Home  Teaching  Society, 
which  was  read  instead. 


Library  Statistics 

This  Society  is  not  only  the  first  of  its  kind  to  be  established  in  the 
United  States,  but  it  is  the  only  Home  Teaching  Society  for  the  Blind  in 
America  which  purchases  and  maintains  a library  or  libraries  of  embossed 
books.  This  it  has  done  for  forty-four  years  and  today  owns  no  less  than 
6,461  volumes,  which,  under  agreement  with  the  trustees,  are  deposited 
in  the  Free  Library  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Carnegie  Library,  Pittsburgh, 
for  circulation.  The  books  are  loaned  free  of  cost  and  free  of  postage  to 
blind  readers  in  all  parts  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  throughout  the 
United  States  where  readers  cannot  be  supplied  by  a nearer  library. 

At  the  April  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  $2,000.00  was  voted 
for  the  purchase  of  new  copies  of  Moon  type  books,  but  a great  many  more 
books  in  Moon  and  Braille  are  required  to  meet  the  constantly  increasing 
number  of  blind  readers. 

Of  the  721  active  borrowers  from  the  library  in  Philadelphia  during  the 
year,  328  reside  in  Philadelphia,  263  in  other  parts  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
130  in  other  States.  Of  the  54  new  readers  added,  27  reside  in  the  city, 
23  in  other  parts  of  Pennsylvania,  and  4 in  other  States.

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All  expenses  of  loaning  the  books  outside  of  the  city  are  met  as  hereto- 
fore by  the  Pennsylvania  Home  Teaching  Society  and  Free  Circulating 
Library  for  the  Blind. 

At  the  Carnegie  Library,  Pittsburgh,  1,264  Moon  volumes,  belonging 
to  the  Society  are  available  for  the  use  of  readers  in  the  western  part  of  the 
State,  and  during  the  past  year  4,242  volumes  in  this  type  were  distributed 
and  40  new  readers  were  added,  through  the  work  in  the  western  counties 
of  two  of  the  teachers  on  our  staff.  The  Pittsburgh  library  received  from  us 
during  the  year  123  bound  volumes,  24  embossed  magazines,  and  102 
newspapers. 

The  valuable  co-operation  of  the  trustees  of  the  Free  Library  of  Phila- 
delphia (since  1898),  as  well  as  that  of  Mr.  John  Ashhurst,  Librarian,  and 
Mrs.  Liborio  Delfino,  Chief  of  the  Department  for  the  Blind,  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Home  Teaching 
Society,  the  members  of  which  desire  to  record  their  thanks,  and  also  to  the 
trustees  and  librarians  of  the  Carnegie  Library,  Pittsburgh,  for  the  care 
and  distribution  since  1907  of  the  small  library  of  Moon  books  deposited 
there. 

The  total  distribution  from  the  Philadelphia  and  Pittsburgh  libraries 
was  48,610  volumes,  of  these  29,230  were  in  Moon  type. 

To  the  following  libraries  we  are  indebted  for  the  figures  of  their  1925 
circulation  in  Moon  type  alone.  The  New  York  Public  Library,  8,691 
volumes;  The  Library  of  Congress,  Washington,  D.  C.,  3,925  volumes, 
and  the  State  Library  of  California,  Sacramento,  13,784  volumes  in  Moon, 
out  of  a total  circulation  of  33,894  books.  (The  total  circulation  of  the  New 
York  and  Washington  Libraries  w'ere  not  given).  These  figures  from  the 
three  largest  libraries  in  the  country,  together  with  those  from  our  own 
libraries  show  a circulation  in  Moon  type  during  the  past  year  of  no  less 
than  55,630  volumes.  This  is  proof  that  hundreds  of  the  blind,  unable  to 
learn  Braille,  are  eagerly  enjoying  the  many  excellent  works  produced  in 
Moon  type. 

The  Board  of  Managers  desires  to  thank  the  librarians  who  kindly 
provided  the  foregoing  statistics. 


Office 

During  1925  there  was  considerable  correspondence  with  the  blind, 
their  relatives  and  friends  in  every  State  in  the  Union  and  beyond,  and 
through  this,  much  service  was  rendered  to  the  adult  blind  of  the  country. 

A circular  letter  was  sent  to  the  Social  Service  Departments  of  all 
Philadelphia  Hospitals,  offering  the  free  services  of  the  Society’s  teachers 
to  patients,  either  when  convalescing  at  the  hospital  or  later  in  their  own 
homes,  and  the  results  are  very  encouraging. 

In  September  the  Secretary  opened  a Course  of  Lectures  on  Home 
Teaching  at  the  Pennsylvania  Institution  for  the  Blind  with  the  History 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Home  Teaching  Society  and  Free  Circulating  Library 
for  the  Blind,  and  she  is  preparing  a History  of  Home  Teaching  Societies 
in  general  for  the  same  course  which  is  not  yet  completed. 

Several  articles  relating  to  the  work  for  the  blind  were  written  during 
the  year  for  The  Messenger,  the  official  organ  of  the  State  Federation 
of  Pennsylvania  Women,  of  which  the  Secretary  is  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Blind. 

From  numerous  letters  of  appreciation  of  the  services  of  the  Home 
Teachers  the  following  extracts  are  taken: 

“I  am  deaf,  blind  and  have  lost  my  left  arm,  but  thank  God  I have 
learned  to  read  Moon  type  through  the  efforts  of  your  teacher.  Miss  Reichert 
and  I am  happy.”

Publication  Fund 

In  1902  the  Board  of  Managers  started  a $100,000.00  Publication  Fund. 

On  December  31,  1925,  this  Fund,  with  accumulated  interest,  amounted 
to  $22,732.68,  less  than  one  third  of  the  amount  required. 

The  need  of  replacing  soiled  or  worn  out  books  and  of  purchasing 
new  embossed  publications,  is  growing  with  each  year,  and  we  urgently 
solicit  contributions  to  complete  this  Fund,  so  that  the  mtei-est  may  be 
available  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  light  to  the  blind  through  literature.
